One paper refuses to come into the arrange- 
ment, but ultimately its accession may be caleu- 
lated upon. The public, I dare say, have been 
anticipating this advance, and are prepared to 
submit to it, as they have submitted to many 
other things, as one of the necessities of the 
times. 

It is a fact that the newspaper business, so 
far as this city is concerned, is getting to be ’ 
abodt the most unprofitabble business in ex- 
istence. Taxation in every shape bears heavily 
upon every department, and the increased and 
increasing expenses of correspondence with the 
army, to say nothing of the enhanced wages of 
printers, so swallow up the earnings that but few 
establishments can have anything left over at 
the end of the year. Hence it is not surprising 
that many persons of talent dre quitting the pro- 
fession, and seeking other avenues of employ- 
ment that afford better compensation for the 
same amount of labor. One of the most talent 
ed assistants of a morning daily in Nassap 
street, has just thrown down the pen, and open- 
ed a broker's office in Wall street ; another has 
turned auctioneer; and a third has gone into 
the country to work on a farm. From the 
weekly journals there are similar subtractions. 
Mechanical labor is getting better and better 
every day, but brain work is growing cheaper 
and cheaper.

If we could but keep 
our gardens clear of sparrows—ah me! our 
gardens would be far beautiful, far less 
— than they are. How do we prove that? 
‘e—the editorial “ we" —don't prove it, but a cer- 
tain distinguished sovereign, whose life has recent- 
ly occupied the pen of the sage of Cheyne-walk, 
swept his garden clear of sparrows, to save his 
cherries, and the caterpillars and the wireworms 
revenged their death by eating up all the forbid- 
den fruit in King Frederick's paradise ! 
“The proprietors of gardena,” says the Rev. 
J. G. Wood, “ have a special reason of gratitude 
towards the sparrow. (ooseberries are a fa- 
vorite food, whether fresh or preserved, and we 
are too often doomed to see our trees lose their 
leaves, and the crop of fruit fail, solely through 
the attacks of the gooseberry fly, the dark grey 
- of which are so plentiful and so voracious. 
grubs are very pleasing to the sparrow 
palate, and accordingly are killed in greagnum- 
bers by that indefatigable bird. For many suc- 
ceive days the sparrows may be seen filling 
their beaks with gooseberry grubs, and bearing

Ammonia is the surest and safest way of de- 
stroying slug. Take some solid ammonia and 
dissolve it in water, so as to make a very weak 
solution, and, inthe dusk of the evening, water 
carefully every‘inch of ground. The slugs craw! 
from their dens to ascertain the oceasion of 80 
objectionablé an odor, and there they lie para- 
lysed by the potent fluid, their skin turns white, 
and they vield quietly to their fate. For trees 
trained against a wall, lime is a good preserva- 
tive. A tolerably thick layer should be strewn 
along the base of the wall, and as the slugs are 
very apt to crawl over a wall in order to get at 
the trees, on the ite side another layer 
should be sprinkled the top. The sharp 
lime-dust is peculiarly soxious to the slug. and 
the creature will not cross even a sight line of 
the white powder. But the lime must be re- 
newed about once a week even in calm weather, 
and in stormy seasons requires constant atten- 
tion. 

While the large majority of slugs are unques- 
tionably our garden foes, exception must be 
made in favor of a rather elegant little speci- 
men bearing the name of Tertacetla. It docs 
not feed u vegetables; its food consists 
almost wholly of the earthworm, which it tracks 
in its devious course just as a weasel tracks a 
rabbit. Whether worm-killing is a positive ad- 
vantage # the garden is a point not yet settled, 
but it is very certain their ean do 
little harm. 

Next to slugs—in the abhorrence of garden- 
ers—are the snails, The solution of ammonia,
